Chapter 587

AN ACT to renumber 101.02 and 111.08; to amend 24.01 (2); and to
create 101.02 (2), 111.03 (2), 126.03 (3) and 195.01 (7) of the stat-
utes, relating to the executive powers of the chairmen of certain
state boards and commissions and granting rule-making authority.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represenied in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. 84.01 (2) of the statutes is amended to read:

84.01 (2) After the members fivst appointed shall have gualified
and In March of each odd-numbered year the governor shall designate
one of the members of the commission as its chairman, and the commis-
sion shall elect one of the other members as its vice chairman and the
other as its secretary. Any vacancy occurring in the chairmanship shall
be filled by the governor and vacancies in the offices of vice echairman
or secretary by election of the members of the commission. The admin-
istrative and exvecutive authority of the commission shall be vested in the
chairman, to be administered by him under the statutes and rules of the
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commission and subject to the policies established by the commission.
The commission shall make rules for administering the internal affairs
of the commission.

SECTION 2. 101.02 of the statutes is renumbered 101.02 (1).
SECTION 3. 101.02 (2) of the statutes is created to read:

101.02 (2) The administrative and executive authority of the com-
mission shall be vested in the chairman, to be administered by him under
the statutes and rules of the commission and subject to the policies estab-
lished by the commission. The commission shall make rules for admin-
istering the internal affairs of the commission.

SECTION 4. 111.03 of the statutes is renumbered 111.03 (1).
SECTION 5. 111.03 (2) of the statutes is created to read:

111.03 (2) The administrative and executive authority of the board
shall be vested in the chairman, to be administered by him under the
statutes and rules of the board and subject to the policies established by
tli}gd]im%rd. 'ghe board shall make rules for administering the internal affairs
of the board.

SECTION 6. 126.03 (3) of the statutes is created to read:

126.03 (3) The governor shall degignate one of the members as chair-
man. The administrative and executive authority of the commission shall
be vested in the chairman, to be administered by him under the statutes
and rules of the commission and subject to the policies established by
the commission. The commission shall make rules for administering the
internal affairs of the commission,

SECTION 7. 195.01 (7) of the statutes is created to read:

195.01 (7) The administrative and executive authority of the com-
mission shall be vested in the chairman, to be administered by him under
the statutes and rules of the commission and subject to the policies estab-
lished by the commission. The commission shall make rules for adminis-
tering the internal affairs of the commission,
